Some more information about the case of 
Phelps, Dodge & Cc, hae been given by Judge 
Noah Davis to the Committee of Ways and 
Means. The case was one of the last that came 
before him during hie term as United States 
District Attorney in New York. The facts, as 
submitted to him by Jayne, warranted further 
proceedings, in his opinion.

The Atlantic for April contains a moteworthy 
article on the financial history of Texas, by Mr. 
David A. Wella. Texas has tried everything. 
It has ouft-Loganed Logan in providing currency 
galore for “* the people, the poor people,” whom 
the Illinois Senator is bound to protect from 
‘‘ moneyed monopolies and the metropolitan 
press,” if he has to spend the spare hours of 
another two weeks ia finding out how to do it. 
Nay, Texas has out-Oglesbyed Oglesby. Richard 
J. sighs for more “ greenbacks with 
blood,” but sanguinary Texas gave its notes red 
backs from the first, and so figuratively bathed 
them iv blood, instead of merely sealing them. 
Instead of being flecxed with blood, they were 
positively gory. And yet—will Richard J. be- 
lieve it ?—these sanctified shinplasters depre- 
ciated. Sut we must go back to thé beginning. 

Texas revolted in 1835. ‘Specie fled the conn- 
try at once. In November of that yoar, the 
finances of the State, which then hadaa army 
in the field, were in a ludicrous condition. The 
receipts from public lands had been $58.30. The 
Treasurer's report said: ‘“‘ This money has been 
exhausted, and also an advance by the President 
of the Council of $36." Money must be had. 
Why ahould there be lack of it when the State 
owned quantities of land, and when “money 
based on. land” was a fallying-cry of inflation- 
iste? The ‘Commercial and Agricultural Bank ” 
was incorporated. Is could do about anything, 
but stockholders must “ adequately secure the 
value of thei shares with real estate in the Re- 
public.” But lo and behold, bapk-notes 
‘based on land” did not relieve the fiaan- 
cial stringency. Texas saw her error, and 
went jt one worse.
